The Convention was called to order 
by R. C. Morriss, Chairman of the 
Local Committee, at 10:30 o’clock 
a.m., in the City Auditorium, Presi¬ 
dent W. M. Davis, presiding and 
Secretary-Treasurer, Troy K. Hiil, 
doing the recording. 

The invocation was given by Rev. 
A. O. Wilson, of Fort Worth, Texas-, 
past President of the T. A. I)., which 
was interpreted by Mr. Buchm.m, 
Principal of the Texas School for th • 
Deaf, for the benefit of the hearing 
people present. 

The Convention was then officially 
welcomed to the Bayou City, by 
Mayor pro tern, Hon. H. A. Hal- 
verten, and Acting Judge Spender, of 
Houston. The speakers were intio- 
duced by Mr. Morriss of the local 
Committee, and their talks wer^ in¬ 
terpreted by Mr. Buchman. 

Mr. W. K. Gibson, of Dallas, Texas, 
gave the response to the addresses et 
welcome, which was also interpreted 
by Mr. Buchman. 

Song: ‘Columbia The Gem of the 
Ocean,” was rendered in signs by 
Mcsdanvs R. C. Morriss, A. S. Lee, 
mil Fred Artz. The three ladies were 
beautifully clothed in red, white and 
blue, and their rendition of this fa¬ 
mous song, was indeed beautiful to 
behold. The song was recited by Mr. 
Blithman, orally. 

Rev. O. A. Wilson, Past President 
of the Association delivered an ad¬ 
dress, which was well received. 

Mrs. A. S. Courrege sang the song,

Ford, of Waco, Mr. R. C. Morriss, 
and R. C. Morriss, of Houston; Cun- 
mittee on 'Thanks; R ,M. Rives, of 
Austip, Gayle Sutherland, of Waco, 
and Mrs. Albert Janap, of 'Temple; 
Committee to Audit 'Treasurer’s Ac¬ 
counts; R. L. Davis, of Austin, \V. 

K, Gibson, of Dallas, and Mrs. Sal 
Burchardt, of Houston. Mrs. Bur- 
chardt was later replaced by Mrs. C, 

L. Talbot, of Dallas. 

On motion of Mrs. Rives, the minu¬ 
tes of the last Convention were tabled 
and not read. 

No finished business was brought 
up for consideration at the Conven¬ 
tion. 

* 'The Treasurer’s report was accept¬ 
ed on approval of Auditing Commit¬ 
tee. 

Prof. Robert M. Rives moved that 
a Committee lie appointed to revise 
the Constitution and By-Laws, and 


to re-write same and report at tc.e 
next Convention. Motion seconded 
by H. L. Ford, and passed upon vo.e. 
President appointed W. M. Davis, II. 
L. Ford, and R. I,. Davis, as Comm t 
te to revise the Laws and reports back 
to the next Convention. 

Prof. Robert M. Rives moved that 
the meetings of the Association be 
held triennially, instead of biennially 
Mrs. Gibson seconded the motion, 
which after much discussion, pro and! 
con, failed to pass. . 

Prof. Robert M. Rives moved that 
the Convention of the Association Ik 
held in the large cities, San Antonio, 
Fort Worth, Galveston, Waco, Austin 
Dallas, Houston. It was not second 
ed. , 

Mr. 'Tom Jackson moved that a 
Committee be appointed to be on the 
lookout for any new laws th it might 
discriminate against the deaf, at all 
times, be appointed, Gordon Allen 
seconded the motion, which was voted 
upon and passed. President to pick 
committee consisting of members who 
reside in Austin, and can easily go to 
capitol to see members of the legisla¬ 
ture at times when necessary. 

Mr, Talbot, of Dallas, moved that i 
the dues of the Association be chang-1 
ed from fifty cents per convention toj 
one dollar per convention. Mr. Rives 
seconded the motion, and R. L. Davis 
moved same be voted upon. Large 
majority in favor of increase in dues. 
This to become effective at the next 
biennial convention. 

Mr. Tablot moved that the officers 
of secretary and treasurer, 'be again 
separated. These officers having been 
combined at the Denton Convention. 
Motion seconded by Mr. Younkin, 
also of Dallas, but after the present 
sacertary and treasurer had been call¬ 
ed upon for a talk on the matter, it 
was voted to leave these two offices 
combined. 

Mr. Gibson, of Dallas, moved that 
[lie Convention actively fight lor th. 
establishment of a separate school fo- 
;ho deaf in North 'Texas, Mr. Youn 
kin seconded the motion, but aftet 
much discussion the motion failed to 
pass. 

Mr. Gordon B. Allen moved the 
Convention nominate some one and 
end them to Washington, D. C., to 
attend the N. A. D. Conventoion and 
gather facts in our fight against any 
law to bar the deaf from driving cars. 
Mr. IV L. Davis seconded the motion, 
which was >oted upon and (ailed to 
pass on account of the low fund of 
the Association. 

Mr. Robert M. Rives moved that 
voting of officers be undertaken, se¬ 
conded by Mr. Talbot. 

Nominations: For President, Mr. 
Clifton 'Talbot nominated R. C. Mor¬ 
riss, of Houston, R. L. Davis, second¬ 
ing. He was elected by acclamation. 

Jack Miller nominated Harvey Ford 
for vice-president, Mr. Ford was 
elected by acclamation. 

Mr. 'Troy Hill nominated Mrs. Al¬ 
bert Janak, of Temple, Robert L. 
Davis, nominated W. K. Gibson, and 
'I’om Jackson nominated Jack Mil¬ 
ler for second vice-president. Jack 
Miller was elected. 

Mr. Harvey L. Ford nominated 
'Troy Hill for re-election as treasurer 
and secretary, Mrs. C. L. 'Talbot no¬ 
minated W. K.. Gibson as secretary- 
treasurer, Mr. R. L. Davis seconded 
Hill, and J. Burchardt seconded Gib- 
on.

Report of the Meeting, Held August 
9th to 14th—The President's Ad¬ 
dress-Reception and Other Fea¬ 
tures of the Big Gathering. 

SWCJALLY REPORTED FOR THE Journal. 

Monday F.vkning, August 9tii. 
The fifteenth triennial convention 
of the National Association of the 
Deaf was opened at the Willard 
Hotel, Monday evening, by President 
Arthur T,. Roberts. Over 800 were 
present. 

After pronouncement of the invoca¬ 
tion by the Rev. Arthur Bryant, 
Washington, the Star-Spangled Ban¬ 
ner was recited by Mrs. Anna Mc¬ 
Cann, of Illinois. The convention 
prelude was given by Dr. Thomas F. 
Fox, of New York. 

The National Association of the Deaf is 
aliout to open its fifteenth triennial conven¬ 
tion. Incorporated under the Statutes of 
the District of Columbia, and covering a 
period of forty-six years of useful service, 
the Association has proven itself an orga¬ 
nization serving the purpose of disseminat¬ 
ing information to the public on matters 
concerning the deaf. 

It has always been constructively beneficial 
in its aims and operations, and in seeking 
to conserve the well-being of its members 
it has welcomed the co operation of others 
in all that tends to the general good. The 
Association seeks to broadcast the informa¬ 
tion that the educated deaf differ from 
other people merely in the lack of hearing. 
They seek neither pity nor charity, 
for they do not need do not want com¬ 
miseration, neither do they ask for any 
special favors, but just a square deal in 
their relations with the hearing community. 

The efforts of the Association have center¬ 
ed around enlightening the public as to 
those who are deaf; the advancement of the 
intellectual, professional, and industrial 
status of the deaf; establishment of em¬ 
ployment bureaus for the deaf in State 
and National Departments of Labor; co¬ 
operation in the improvement, development, 
and extension of educational facilities for 
deaf children; seeking the enactment of strin¬ 
gent laws for the suppression of the im¬ 
posture evil- hearing persons who prey on 
the public under the guise of being needy 
dpaf people; the erection of memorials to 
our educational benefactors; the removal of 
legal barriers which forbid deaf autoists the 
freedom of the public highway. These arc 
some of the objects for which the Association 
lias labored with successful results. 

As thr world views with admiration suc¬ 
cess which has been achieved under n heavy 
handicap, we arc encouraged with the happy 
optimism that in the future, as in past 
years, we may continue to function success¬ 
fully in the guardianship of all that tends to 
the advancement anil happiness of our mem¬ 
bers, and other deaf prople who may re¬ 
quire advice and assistance in material 
affairs. 

Addresses of welcome were deliver¬ 
ed by W. E. Marshall, chairman of 
the local committee; I)r. Percival 
Hall, president, of Gallaudet College, 
and Major W. E. R. Covell, Assis¬ 
tant Engineer Commissioner of the 
District, and Harry E. Hull, Com¬ 
missioner of Immigration, who spoke 
on legislation for the deaf. 

Miss Violet Colby interpreted the 
oral speeches into the sign language. 

Responses for the association were 
given by the Rev. H. h. Tracy, of 
Mississippi, and Michael Lapides, of 
Connecticut. 

A bouquet of flowers and a token 
of the esteem of the association was 
presented to its president, Arthur I,. 
Roberts, by Miss Geraldine Gibbons, 
deaf beauty contest winner, of Chi¬ 
cago. * * 

Seated on thot platform, besides
